528,000 acres. The yield of oats for 
1918 .was the highest record, 46.3 
bush«ls per acre. This is just high- 
er than the 1915 yield of 46.5 bush- 
els per acre. 
The total productioi 


passed the hundred million bushel 
the production for 1918 being 110,- 
239,000 bushels. 


Of all the states in 1918, Wiscon-

PUBLIC CONCERN IN PRIVATE 


BUSINESS 


AFTER JULY FIRST 


\-\ / E HATE heretofore tried to make clear the distyiction be- 
\V 
tween private and public concern, and between individual 


and state function. We have pointed out the no man's land that 
lies between the narrower and the broader interests, and called 
attention to the steady and rapid gain of the latter over 'the for- 
mer. 


N 
We desire to again call attention to the distinction between 


the things that are and the things that should be; between ac- 
ual public concern and the popular recognition of public concern. 
There is actual public concern in the physical, moral and eco- 
nomic welfare of every individual—we all admit that fact in an 
academic way—but to a marvelously small degree has there 
been actual public recognition of the details that constitute this 
concern. It will now be our task to show the actual existence 
of an unrecognized public concern in the business field. 


In the days of individual business, parliaments could only 


meddle and muss. Partly this was because of the strictly in- 
dividual character of the function of business. It was intimate 
and personal; something that a man accomplished with his own 
hand and brain; his conduct of his business affairs were as n\uch 
a part of him as his manners, and just about as difficult to regu- 
late. But it was also partly because government was itself con- 
ducted as a private concern; something owned and run by and 
for the privileged classes—not by sophistry and chicane, but 
frankly and openly. Did parliament deign cognizance of labor. 
it was to order the branding with a hot iron the apprentice who 
shoirfd run away from his master, or to send to-the gallows one 
suilty of conspiring to raise wages above a certain maximum. 


Still it was not so bad, for if the laborer in, let us say an iron 


furnace, became dissatisfied, he could quit his work and hire out 
to another master: or if he had saved a few pounds he might 
even start a furnace of his own. There were other mitigations; 
men Jived ir. small towns or villages, and all had more or less ac- 
cess to the land. In the work at the furnace or shop there was 
no such thing as a division of labor such as we know today. The 
averase man was an allround workman, capable of doing any 
and all parts of the work of his trade; capable too of fairly ac- 
quitting himself in other trades and vocations. He probably 
could neither spell nor write his name, but he could think clearly 
on the matters that most nearly concerned him. 


If the iron worker of today becomes dissatisfied he can quit 


his job as readily as could his prototype; but he can not journey 


, to the next town and hire out to another master. Go where he 
will he confronts the same old employer—not literally, but prac- 
tically. It may be a competing company—actually competing in 
salesmanship, quality of product, and quality of service. Our 
workman files his application for work, and in the-finely system- 
atized office arrangement it gravitates to a point where it meets 
a statement from his former employer of any grievance he may 
have had against him, and the two appear, pinned together on 
the executive desk. Oh no! It is not a blacklist. These em- 
ployers are all gentlemen, and the blacklist is something they no 
longer employ. There is a mere comity, an exchange of cour- 
tesies between the chiefs of the employment bureaus. 
Ofi 


course that is all right, the fellow might'have beaten his wife, 
or done something else of a highly immoral nature. Also, he 
might have been suspected of membership in a labor organiza- 
tion; it is well for employers to be advised, and'they ARE ad- 
vised. Never forget that fact. 


Now consider the plight of the offending workman. 
He is 


a specialist, highly skilled in the performance of one little frac- 
tional task, something that he can perform with marvelous speed 
and accuracy, but utterly valueless to himself and to society 
save that it should be exercised in connection with the work of 
other specialists and all in connection with the appliances of a 
mighty plant.. He lives in a flat; has no contact "with the land; 
never planted a garden nor set a hen. Put him on a farm and he 
would starve, lie can't harness, ride, nor drive a horse; can't 
chop, row, nor shoot. He has been to high school; has a good 
knowledge of history; is posted in current1 events; knows a bit 
about art. and has a great"variety of wants and longings for the 
pleasant things which others enjoy. 
But his job is his only 


contact with the real work of the world, his job he can by no 
possibility control. He is utterly helpless and at the mercy of 
his employer—save as trade unionism on the one hand may af- 
ford promise. And as is the worker in the iron furnace, so are 
millions of workers in hundreds of industries. 


The worker of the older day had poise; he could stand alone, 


he could retreat to his cottage and tell the world to go to. and he 
could still exist. In other words, BUSINESS WAS THEN A 
MATTER OF PRIVATE CONCERN. 


Today specialization has robbed the worker of his poise; 


exclusion from contact with land has enervated him.x He is. a 
piece of mechanism, useful only to'his employer, yet having for 
him no capital value—no value that is worth conserving.. -And. 
what are -his-relations with, his employer? He could not tell 
YOU; he Jxever saw his employe?; he never has come in contact 
with any'ffflcHr'but-feUpw employees; some high in authority, It 
t is true, but stiB employees. His employer is a fiction of the law,:

REVELATION OF AN OFFICIAL 


REPORT 


To the Editor^of The Capital Times: 


The 
agriculture 
department, 


Washington, D. C., 
publishes 
a 


"Monthly Crop Report." The latest 
one is of January, 1919. Its con- 
tents is of special high interest be- 
cause in a most detailed statistical 
way it tells of the yields per acre 
of 13 crops in every state of the 
United States and every year dur- 
ing the period from I860 to 1917. 
That means 52 years. 


We learn from that report that 


the yield of., these IS crops differs 
a great deal from year 
to year, 


which difference amounts for some 
crops from..50 to 100 uer cent. In 
some special crops and states 
it 


amounts to much more. As an ex- 
planation of this: difference of yields 
it is stated is not inherent in the 
kind of crops' but is caused mainly 
by climatic conditions, also insects 
and plant diseases. . Partly it wil! 
be determined, by comparative ge- 
ography of the 
crops. 
(That the 


prevailing .weather conditions have 
great influence 
upon the crops, 


seems not to be of any importance, 
because thev are not mentioned at 
all.) 


Still 'we learn more from 
that 


report. The years with the better 
yields pe racre do not belong to 
the later time of that period. Some 
crops had their highest yield in'the 
first part of it. In general and in 
spite of the marked difference from 
year to year, the average yield has 
been the same during the whole 
period. . That means .with^ 
other 


words: "We raised 52 years 
ago 


exactly as much as we raise today." 


After we have established 
that 


fact, our attention, quite 
involun- 


tary concentrates itself upon anoth- 
er point; we might be willing or not. 
Only persons of extreme indiffer- 
ence will not be moved by it. 
As 


stated above, that report deals with 
the yields of a period of 52 years. 
1SG6 to 1917. During the first half 
of that period agriculture 
schools 


did not exist at all, they appeared 
merrily at'the beginning of the sec- 
ond half,, but since increased quite 
considerably. 
Specially during the 


last 10 ypars the country has been 
flooded by all kinds of reports and 
lectures, all of which point to 
the 


fact that no country of the globe 
spends so much money in favor of 
the farmer class to 
enable 
it to 


raise higher crops and by so doing 
acts in favor of all the people. Now 
one ought to compade that claim 
with the above deviation that our 
yields today are still the same as 
52 years ago, then' it will reveal al- 
so that every cent of these count- 
less millions is entirely wasted. 
That money is merely spent to help 
.in army of idlers to make a com- 
fortable living on public expenses. 


Is it not high time our law manu- 


facturers should put their attention 
to these facts,

"There is some good in it," said
